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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the supporting tube 
and the struts must be shown with proper cross-hatching indicating polymer material 
construction or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 8, and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Schulze et al (U.S. patent no. 5,755,259). The patent to Schulze et al discloses an 
excess flow control valve for a gas line, the valve comprising a valve body (26), a 
supporting tube (14) having a plurality of struts (2), a stem (1 1 ), a spring (8) and a disk 
(7) on the free end of the stem, col. 4, line 38 thru col. 5, line 16. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-7, 9, 13 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Rakieski, Rodriguez, Hagen et al, Donnelly et al 
and Baker et al are cited for the additional showing of excess flow control valves having 
spring-biased valves disposed within a tube.
